The Veterans of the Office of Strategic Services will award the William J. Donovan medal 
to an individual who has rendered distinguished service in the interests of the United 
States and the cause of freedom. Any citizen of the Free World will be eligible. 

The purpose of this award is to foster a tradition and spirit of the kind of service to 
country and the cause of freedom which William J. Donovan rendered in both his private 
and public capacities. He was the exemplar of the citizen-soldier-diplomat who valiantly 
served his country and the cause of freedom throughout the world. This award, as a 
perpetual parallel, will be made to an individual who, in his activities, exemplifies the 
spirit, the tradition and the distinguishing features which characterized General Donovan’s 
career. These include a continuing concern for the world’s security and safety, for the role 
which the United States must play in the world, and for the rights, freedoms and welfare 
of individuals in our society. Perhaps the most unique feature of General Donovan’s life 
was the continuing expression of these concerns in his private life and activities as well 
as in public service. 

Specifically, in General Donovan’s career these features were expressed, as one of America’s 
leading citizen-soldiers, as ambassador, as intelligence chief, as assistant Attorney General, 
as lawyer in the courtroom and in the office, as private traveler seeing what he could learn 
for the benefit of his country. 

The recipient of the Donovan medal will be an individual who has, in his own career, 
outstandingly exemplified these features of Donovan’s career. He will be selected by a 
committee appointed by the President of the Veterans of the O.S.S. 

The award will take the form of a medal, carrying a likeness of General Donovan.
